Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Urquart et al. US Patent # 



The prior art teaches that third party intermediary banking 
methods and apparatuses are well known in the art. In one 
embodiment the prior art teaches a bank 230 sending a payment 
notice to the buyer 220. The payment notice includes the 
client's 220 reference data (typically the purchase order 
number) . Upon receipt of the payment notice, the buyer 220 
confirms the payment (s) and maturities. In the event there is a 
discrepancy between the client's 220 AP/ERP system and the 
bank's 230 payment notice, manual resolution of difference is 
required. Upon approval of the payment notice and/or resolution 
of any discrepancies, the bank 230 pays 280 the supplier 210. 
Alternatively, the bank 230 can pay the supplier 210 
simultaneously with its notification to the buyer 220. In this 
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embodiment, the above described agreement between the buyer 220 
and the bank 230 governs any dispute as to discrepancies with 
respect to the payment made by the bank 230 to the supplier 210. 
In a preferred embodiment, the payment 280 to the supplier 210 
is accomplished via Electronic Funds Transfer (EFT) . While the 
reference fails to expressly teach the formal legal 
relationships amongst the triumverate buyer/seller/intermediary 
(e.g., nonrepuddiable commitment, legally binding commitment), 
these legal relationships are either inherent in the described 
process or in the alternative would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time as motivated by the need to 
eliminate financial risk of nonpayment (a well known art 
recognized variable) .
